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BRITISH CAPTURE

Farther South Gen. Haig’s 
Troops, With Americans, 
Take 3,000 Prisoners in 
Big Advance on Le Cateau 
Sector. 


London, October 17.-—British troops 
entered the town of Douai today after 
overcoming the enemy’s resistance on 
the line of the Haute Deule canal, ac- 
cording to the official statement from 
the war office tonight. The Fifth 
British army encircled and captured 
Lille, the statement adds. 

British and American troops attacked 
on a front of nine miles northeast of 
Bohain where heavy fighting has taken 
place all day. The British carried the 


line of the Selle river of the whole 
front south of Le Cateau, establishing 
themselves on the railway beyond the 
town. Seven German divisions were 
hurled back after determined counter 
attacks and 3,000 prisoners captured. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“British and American troops attack- 
ef this morning on a front of about 
nine miles northeast of Bohain. Strong 
opposition was met with along the 
whole front and heavy fighting has 
taken place all day. 

“On the right our troops, attacking 
in close co-operation with the French 
forces north of the Oise, have advanced 
to a depth of over two miles across 
high wooded ground east of Bohain and 
have captured Andigny-les-Femmes. 

“Farther north they carried the line 
of the Selle river on the whole front 
south of Le Cateau and made prog- 
ress on the high ground east of the 
river, capturing the villages of La 
Vallee, Mulatre and L’Arbire de Guise. 

“On the left bank of our attack we 
cleared the eastern portion of Le Ca- 
teau and established ourselves on the 
line of the railway bevond the town. 
The enemy was holding his positions 
in force, seven German divisions being 
disposed on the front of our attack, 
and in the course of the day's fighting 
they delivered a number of determined 
counter attecks. All these attacks were 
repulsed and heavy losses inflicted on 
the enemy. More than 3,000 prisoners 
were taken in the operations. 

“Threatened bv the continued prog- 
ress of allied attacks south of the Sen- 
see and north fo the Iys, the enemy 
is hastening his retreat from the salient 
at Douai and Lille. 

“Today our troops entered the town 
of Douai, having broken the resistance 
of the enemy's rear guard on the line 
of the Haute Deule canal. Troops cf 
the fifth British army under General 
Bidwood, havine pressed the enemy’s 
rear wuards back with great determina- 
tion for many weeks past. have todav 
encircled and cantured Lille.”

BRITISH-AMERICAN

Southeast of Cambrai over a front 
of ten miles between Le Cateau and 
Bohain the British and Americans are 
delivering a violent attack against the 
Germans, and at last reports they were 
meeting with success, although the Ger- 
mans were savagely resisting with 
machine guns and infantry and with 
artillery behind their line, 

North of Laon in the sack between 
the Olse and Serre rivers the French 
are endeavoring to drive out the Ger- 
mans or oapture them before they can 
make their way eastward to Hirson. 
Here also the enemy is using his ma- 
chine gunners and artillery to impede 
the progress of the FrencB, but further 
gains have been recorded. 


ENEMY FIGHTING HARD 
TO RETAIN BETHEL. 


The greatest resistance of all, how- 
ever, is still being imposed against 
the efforts of the French and Ameri- 
cans in Champagne and along the 
Meuse river, where the holding of the 
line is essential to stave off a general 
way

The French in Champagne afe still 
fighting hard to capture Rethel, but the 
Germans thus far have been able to 
hold this important position in their 
own hands. North of Grand Pre both 
the French and the Americans have 
made further progress over the dif- 
ficult ground. Especially severe have 
been the hardships suffered by the 
Americans in encompassing the natural 
fortifications and the attacks by hordes 
of enemy machine gunners. Before the 
Americans the Germans are giving 
ground only inch by inch. 


BRITISH FORCES 
ENTER COURTRAI. 


London, October 17.—British forces 
entered Ccurtrai during yesterday’s 
fighting. according to a statement is- 
sued at the war office today. More 
than twenty villages were captured 
by the allied forces in Belgium during 
the day. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“On the 16th instant, despite the 
storm, Belgian, British and French 
troops continued their attacks between 
Dixmude and the Lys river. 

“Brilliant assaults over a front of 31 
miles enabled them to advance an 
overage depth of over three and a 
half miles. The Belgians crossed the 
Yser river north of Dixmude and oc- 
cupied Schooreske. The British cross- 
ed the Lys, pushing beyond Menin to 
a depth of several kilometres on the 
right bank. 

“Thourout was captured by the Bel- 
kians. Lichtervelde and Ardoye were 
taken by the French, while the Brit- 
ish captured Menin. According to the 
latest report British troops have en- 
tered Courtrai. 

“Twenty villages were delivered 
from the enemy. No figures are as yet 
available regarding captured prisoners 
and booty.” 


HAIG BEGINS NEW 
ATTACK NEAR LECATEAU. 


London, October 17.—-Field Marshal 
Haig’s forces this morning began an 
attack on the Bohain-Le Cateau front, 
along the Selle river, southeast of Cam- 
brai. Satisfactory progress was. re- 
ported by the British commander in his 
official statement.

Amsterdam, October 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-The German army 
command, according to a bulletin is- 
sued by The Rotterdam Courant to- 
day, has ordered its armies to cease 
devastating plaé¢es unless absolutely 
compelled by military necessity. 


“WE WITHDREW OUR 
LINES,” CONTINUES 
TO BE HUN CLAIM 


Berlin, October 17.—(Via London.)— 
Withdrawal of the German front line 
so that it now runs to the east of 
Thourout, Colscamp, Ingelmunster 
and thence behind the Lys is an- 
nounced in today’s army  headquar- 
ters’ report. 

American attacks in the region east 
of the Aire, mainly against Cham- 
igneulle and Landres, are declared to 
ave been repulsed. 

Penetration of the German lines near 
Haussy (south of Valenciennes) also 
is reported. 

The statement reads: 

“On the battlefield we have with- 
drawn our front to a line east of 
Thourort, Coolscamp and Ingelmuns- 
ter, and behind the Lys. After direct- 
ing the strongest fire on the evacu- 
ated territory the enemy felt his way 
forward toward our new positions. 

“On both sides of Coolscamp he at- 
tacked with strong forces and near 
Thourout and Ingelmunster he deliv- 
ered partial thrusts. He also launched 
violent attacks against the Lys front 


near Courtrai and Menin. The enemy 
was repulsed everywhere. 

“Toward our new (front between 
Lille and Douai the enemy followed 
yesterday as far as the line of Cap- 
nighem Allennes-Les-Marais, Carvin 
and Oignies. 

“In the Selle sector the enemy pene- 
trated our lines near Hussy. Cyclist 
battalions threw back the enemy by a 
counter attack and recaptured the old 
positions. 

‘The bombardment of Denain by 
British artillery continues. It has 
caused further hese of life among the 
French inhabitants and refugees. 

“lIhere were intermittent artillery 
duels on the Oise front. Renewed at- 
tacks by the French north of Origny 
were repulsed, 


VON ARNIM’S ARMY 
ON BELGIAN COAST 
IN FULL RETREAT 


Paris, October 17.—The whole of the 
German army of General von Arnim is 
in retreat from the North sea to the 
region of Lille, having been beaten 
back and overthrown by the allied at- 


tacks today. 

The retirement is assuming the pro- 
portions of a rout. Seventeen divi- 
sions comprise the of 
Arnim. 

Military observers here believe that 
General von Arnim will have extreme 
difficulty in extricating himself from 
the position. It is held that he re- 
mained too long against all strategic 
and military laws, when he was out- 
flanked and virtually surrounded. 

Resistance by the Germans is crum- 
bling along the ‘battle front except in 
the region of the Argonne and north- 
ern Champagne. There, American 
troops, under General Gouraud, are en- 
gaged in desperate fighting.

SERBIANS CONTINUE 
TO DRIVE ENEMY

London, October 17.—Serbian troops 
engaged in ousting the Germans ana 
Austrians from Serbian territory have 
captured Krushevatz, according to a 
dispatch received today. This town is 
thirty miles northwest of Nish. 

The French operating to the west 
have captured Ipek, Montenegro, about 
ten miles west of the Serbian border. 


London, October 17.—Serbian troops, 
continuing their energetic campaign of 
driving out the Austro-German forces 
remaining on Serbian soil, have cap- 
tured the town of Alexinatz, on the 
Moravia river, fifteen miles northwest 
of Nish, says a Serbian official state- 
ment received here today. Thirty-two 
guns have been taken in the fighting 
beyond Nish.

Mihiel. 

Every doughboy hustling through a vil- 
lage in that salient last week had one eye 
open for lurking Boches and mines and the 
other eye, the twinkling eye, open for a 
souvenir for the girl he’s fighting for. 

Two privates were jogging through one 
town on the seat of a ration cart last Friday 
morning when one of them spied a gray- 
green, handsomely braided overcoat hanging 
out to air in front of what had been a 
German P.C. a few hours before. 

“IT saw it first,” said the large one, stren- 
ly. “‘Now, Buddy, while I keep my hand on 
these mares, you hike over there and cut 
off them sleeves for me. I'll bet 'Zliza Jane 
can make something pretty doggone nifty 
out of them.”

DRASTIC CURTAILMENT 
OF LESSER ESSENTIALS 
ORDERED ON THURSDAY | 


Regardless of when the war shall end, 
the resources and conversion section of the 
national war industries board is determined 
to enforce drastic curtailment in the manu- 
facture of the lesser essentials. 

Further orders contained in bulletins 1is- 
sued at the office for Region No.“12 on 
Thursday affect the makers of road-mak- 
ing machinery, watches an@ clocks, saddlery 
and harness, pocket knives, metal stamps 
and other articles. 

In order to meet these curtailments, many 
southern mantifacturers are already co-op- 
erating with the war board and are offset- 
ting the reductions in their outputs of these 
articles by securing the government con- 
tracts which are only available when the 
industry complies with the requirements of 
the government. , 
curtailments, it was announced, 
are for the purpose of effecting a marked 
saving of material, fuel, labor, capital and 
transportation. The full details of the new 
orders are as follows: 

Manufacture of electrical heating appli- 
ances is curtailed 50 per cent of six months’ 
production in 1917, effective October 1 and 
for six months thereafter. 

Manufacture of oi] stoves is curtailed 50 
per cent of @ix months’ production in 1917, 
effective Octber 1 and for six months there- 
after. Manufacture of gasoline stoves is 
ordered to cease forthwith.

The avoidable pollutions of the soil by 
man, as by excreta or sewage and by dead 
bodies, are all that concern public health 
There are a great many public schools in the 
south that are utterly without any toflet 
conveniences, the school children betng ac 
customed, as are their parents at home, to 
using the flelds and woods as proper places 
for the disposal of excrement. This primitive

State Tax Commission . 
Plans Public. Hearing 
To Be Held Nov. 20 


Reports from all subcommittees of 
the tax commission of the legislature 
were completed at the hearing of the 
commissicn Thursday morning, held 
in Governor Dorsey’s office. The com- 
mission adjourned to meet again No- 
vember 20, at a place to be designated 
later.

On June 29, Machine Gun Company 
147, from Camp Wheeler, sailed for 
France with Harran and L. H. March- 
man, of Greenville, -S. C. The Dboys 
landed in France and, almost before 
they could realize that they were “over 
there,” they were in the 
trenches at Chateau Thiérry.

GAS OR KEROSENE 
LIGHTS INCLUDED 
IN NIGHTLY BAN 


To make uniform the ruling which 
went into effect on Thursday, October 
10, the local fuel administration, acting 
in conjuction with the war industries 
board, has issued regulations becoming 
effective Thursday night, setting fortb 
that all retail establishments using 
gas or kerosene for illumination shall 
be subject to the same regulations as 
business houses with electric fixtures. 

The order now provides that retail 
business houses, with the exception of 
bakeries, restaurants, fruit stands, c!i- 
gar stores, drug stores, confectioners’ 
shops and soda fountains, shall burn 
no lights of any kind after 6 o'clock 
in the evening, except on Saturday 
night, when lights may be burned un- 
til 9 o'clock. 

No illumination or display advertis- 
ing announcements or signa or external 
light for ornamentation will be per- 
mitted on any building, any night dur- 
ing week, including Sundays. This, 
however, excepts bona fide roof gar- 
dens, where meals are served and out- 
door restaurants, also establishments 
devoted exclusively to exhibition of 
outdoor moving pictures, at which ad- 
mission is charged. 

The regulation also provides that no 
illuminating or display lights in shep 
windows or store windows will be per- 
mitted at any time 

Public parks maintained by municipal- 
tties are required to reduce the lights); 
to a number absolutely necessary for | 
safety, amd are to have lights for 
display or special illumination.

Camp Conditions. 

Continued improvement in conditions 
in army camps was shown by reports 
reaching the surgeon general of the 
army. New cases of influenza in all 
camps during the twenty-four hour 
period up to noon today totalled 4,454 
as against 5,668 the day before. Pneu- 
monia cases decreased from 1.895 to 
1,800, and deaths were 684, a decrease 
from yesterday's total. 

In discussing the improved condi- 
tions in army camps Secretary Baker 
said no time had been decided upon for 
resuming the ftnmduction of registrants 
into the camps. The military authori- 
ties now have the matter under con- 
sideration, he said, but they probably 
will fix no date until the epidemic has 
further subsided. 

Reports on the influenza situation 
were received by the public health serv- 
ice, today from thirty-three _ states. 
Most of these dealt with conditions as 
y existed several days ago and ad- 
ed little to news dispatches previously 
sent out from the states affected. They 
showed that the disease had reached 
epidemic proportions in Nebraskt 
and was spreading in Califognia, New 
York, Missiouri, Kentucky, Iowa, Illi- 
nois, North Dakota, Ohio, Washington 
and Wisconsin. Conditions were de- 
scribed as satisfactory in Oregon, Min- 
nesota, West Virginia and Tennessee. 

To Provide Funds. 

To provide additional funds for fight- 
ing the enidemic, Senator Lewis, of 
Illinois, today introduced a bill in the 
senate to appropriate $10,000#00 in ad- 
dition to the $1,000,000 already provided 
by congress. The money would be ex- 
pended through the health departments 
of states and municipalities. 

Because of the increased seriousness 
of the influenza epidemic in Washing- 
ton, the supreme court today announced 
its recess, which was to have terminat- 


ed next Monday, will be extended until 
October 28.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
RESPONDS TO WAR NEWS 


New Orleans, October 17.—The cotton 
market responded to favorable war and 
political news today, rising rather 
strongly in the early trading and re- 
maining at the advance all day, al- 
though feeling a mild reaction in the 
afternoon under profit-taking by room 
traders who had taken on long cotton 
around the opening. At the highest 
the trading months were 45 to 47 points 
up; from this there was @ reaction of 
about 25 points. The close showed net 
gains of 26 to 28 points. 

The weather over the belt was re- 
garded unfavorably, too much rain be- 
ing reported, while the forecast prom- 
ised more. The Gulf storm appeared 
to be about to enter Texas, but with 
diminished intensity. Unfavorable com- 
ment was heard regarding the effect 
of weather conditions on picking and 
the grade of open cotton. Not a few 
points in the interior wired in that 
farmers were holding their cotton 
stubbornly on the theory that 
and higher prices were near. The un- 
expected rise of 25 points on spot quo- 
tations in this market served to give 
the contract market a steady tone on 
the close and caused a recovery from 
the reaction which set In during the 
early afternoon.
